foreign affairs describes alleged atroci- 
ties practiced on the Italian wounded 
which include crucifixion and burial 
alive. Women, it is said, take part in 
the perpetration of the cruelties. 
Bodies Herribly Mutilated. 

The despatch, which is signed by 
Signor San Giuliano, minister of for- 
eign affairs, follows: 

“Near the mosque of Hani, where the 
medical post of the Twenty-seventh 
battalion of Bersaglieri had been locat- 
ed ‘and in its vicinity, twenty-eight 
bodies of our soldiers were found. 
They were horribly mutilated, crucified, 
with their throats cut open, impaled, 
torn to pieces and dismembered, 
Amongst them there was the body of a 
surgeon lieutenant. 

“In the Arab cemetery, near the 
Place where the fourth company of 
Bersaglieti was located, seven bodies 
of Bersaglieri were discovered. They 
had been interréd alive with the heads 
out of the earth. The body of one of 
these shows that.he had been terribly 
tortured.

“A captain’s cap has been found, its 
owner was identified by the corporal 
Pasqui who escaped miraculously af- 
ter remaining over four hours in a 
ditch. He testified that amongst the 
ferocious horde were Turks and wo- 
men.

out befere the committee. The indi- 
eations have been that the committee 
would take no action in the matter on 
account of a contract with the electric 
company here, which does not expire 
until March, 1913. But if Mr, Massee 
comes tea submits a new proposition 
the stat of the whole affair will be 
changed. The city is only bound 
morally atid not legally to stick to the 
contract with the Georgia Railway and 
Flectric Company, anyway, because 
the charter specifies that one council 
cannot bind another.

Southern Railway Taking Steps | 
to Strengthen Cotton Cul- | 
ture Department. | 


Washington, D. C.. November 20-1 
President Finley, of the Southern rail- 
way, Stated today that active steps 
are being taken to strengthen the 
Cotton Culture department which was 
organized last year: by the Southern 
Railway company, the Alabama-Great 
Southern Railroad company, the Mo- 
bile & Ohio Railroad company, and the 
Georgia Southern and Florida Ratlway., 
company. 

The purpose of this, department is 
to advise farmers as to the best meth- 
ods of increasing the vield of cotton 
per acre, and especfally as to the 
methods which have been found to 
be successful in combating the Mexi- 
can cotton bdll weevil. This depart- 
ment is under the immediate direction 
of Mr. T. ©. Plunkett, a highly qualil- 
fied expert, who is also agricultural 
and industrial agent of the Cincinnati 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific Rail- 
way company and the Alabama Great 
Southern Railroad company. In view 
of the fact that the..boll weevil has 
spread into the territery east of the} 
Mississippi river, Mr. Plunkett is to| 
all of his time to 
the work of the Cotton Culture de- 
partment. In order to enable him to 
do this, Mr. W. D. Clayton, one of the 
field agents of the Cotton Culture de- 
partment, has been promoted to be 
azricultural and industrial 
agent of the Cincinnati, New Orleans 
and Texas Pacific Railway company 
and the Alabama Great Southern Rail- 
road company. The work of the de- 
partment is to be carried on, not only 
in localities where the weevil has been 
found, but in territory to which it has. 
not spread in order that, if it’ should 
spread further eastward, the farmers 
be prepared fur its coming. 

The work of the Cotton Culture de- 
partment during the past season has 
been highly satisfactory. The reports 
of the field agent show that farmers 
who have followed their advice as to 
the preparation of their fields and the 
cultivation of their erops, have very 
generally secured larger yields of cot- 
ton per acre than have been grown on 
similar lands in their neighborhoods 
by farmers who were not willing to 
follow this advice. As an aid to the 
wor kof the Catton Culture depart- 
ment, President Finley has made a 
widé distribution of a folder describ- 
ing its work and embodying the ad- 
vice of the late Dr. 8S. A. Knapp, of 
tWe United States Department of Agri- 
culture, as to the best methods of 
growing cotton under boll weevil con- 
ditions. A revised and illustrated edi- 
tion of this folder is being issued and 
President Finley will be glad to send 
a copy of it upon request to any farm- 
ers in territory along the lines of 
the companies participating in the 
support of the Cotton Culture depart- 
ment. 

All of the expense of the Cotton 
Culture department is being#f borne by 
the railway companies above mention- 
ed and the services of its agents are 
entirely free to all farmers along the 
lines of the companies, who may de- 
sire tHeir advice.

ENJOYS THANKSGIVING DINNER - |

“Thanksgivin’ day is ith What of 
it? Me just finishin’ the teath lap of 
a life sentence, an’ the kid#® all won- 
derin’ why dad never comes home! 
Fine, ain’t 1t? Thanksgivin’? Huh!’ 

The rough-striped sleeve of the con- 
Vict’s garb brushed harshly across 
the grigzlied beard of one isolated 
member of that bané@ of “lost citizens” 
in Fulton county’s convict camps. yes- 
terday morning, as the speaker hur- 
riedly turned upon his heel to hide his 
brand of shame-——the tears. 

Not the crime he committeed was 
heinous. Not that! He was serving a 
life sentence for murder—murder he 
committed when he thought he was 
justified. It was the fact he was 
\“there’” that goaded—the fact that he 
Wore the “garb.” 

“Bob’ Davison on Hand. 

And it was the manhood that surged 
Up in him that made him turn asidé 
with a gruff oath at the cook about 
Preparing dinner, when Chairman 
“Bob” Davison, of the prison commis- 
sion, moved among the convicts -of 
Fulton county on Thanksgiving day to 
see how they fared. 

There are hosts of others like the 
Man whose “kids are waiting” for him, 
in the convict camps of Georgia. If 
you don't believe it, take a trip some 
day among the camps of Fulton county 
and see for yourself. Spend a day 
among the fellows who HNstén inces- 
Santly to tne orders of the guard to 
“be up and at it,” and go to sleep at 
night with the requiem sung by the 
Clanking chains, and have your last 
“good night” uttered by the rusty key 
in a lock that turns with a clang that 
is but another paragraph in the end- 
less Story of a life misspent— 

Then ask yourself how 
Thanksgiving look to you? 

Put there by your own misdeeds? 
Sure! To blame for it? Perhaps. 
Sometimes they are; sometimes they 
are not. Justice misearries oftentimes, 
you know. 

Governor Hoke Smith said, not long 
ago, that there are 500 éenvicts in the 
convict camps who should be pardon- 
ead. Visit the camps vourself and you 
will go farther than the governor. 
You will say that 90 per cent of them 
should be set free That, of couse, 
willl be sentiment working on you 
They all have “a tale’ to tell. Some 
of them are true—some of them are 
made out of the “whole cloth” 
true or false, they all get you, and 
they give you pause. 

As 1 walked through the convict 
camps of Fulton county on Thanksgiv- 
ing morning with Chairman Dav son, 
Robert Gardner and Dr. Paul McDon- 
ald, all of them connected with the 
prison commission, and all of them 
interested in convict life, [ felt that 
every man [ saw should be given a 
pardon—the stories they tell would de- 
serve it. It's the sifting of the chaf? 
that marks the work of the Georgia 
prison commission—the work of weed- 
ing out and finding “who« who, and 
why,” in the Georgia penitentiary. 
That'e why ics a job tha* few men 
care to handle. This business of hold- 
ing a man’s liberty in the palm of your 
hand isn’t whatit’s cracked up te be— 
not by a long shot.

Every convict—and there were fer- 
ty-three of them—were standing on 
“their toes” to make the doy pleasant 
for Chairman Dav.son. They had heard 
he was coming, and they were looking 
for him. They hed prepared a feast 
of chicken, pumpkin pies “otato pies 
muffins, rolls; bakgd beans, peas. 
coffee a everything else good to eat 
that a convict camp ig usually sup 
posed not to have. But they had it al! 
and the way they served it—not ex- 
pecting any tips—would make the eyes 
of the average hotel or cafe waiter si! 
up and blink, provided, always, that 
hotel waiters ever blink. 

And then, when the lunch wag over, 
to see the way they greeted the chair- 
man of the prison commission was 
enough to make angels weep. Proba- 
bly some prisoners in Georgia offer 
their prayers toa power that is higher 
than man—perhaps. They ought to. 
But if some of them don’t burn in- 
cense every night to “Bob” Davison, 
chairman of the prison commission of 
Georgia, then the Indian sign has lost 
its significance, and the double cross’ 
is nothing more than a slang term. 

Couvicts Ask for Help. 

Wherever he moved Thursday—and 
he moved some considerable—there was 
a convict with his hat otf begging him 
to do something for him. Wh.te or 
black, old or young, as the chairman 
moved among them, they all sought 4 
Christmas gift in the form of a recom- 
mendation for clemency. They wo.ship 
Davison. To them he embodies the “all 
in all.” the court of last resort. If he 
fails them, then all is lost, they think 
And they come pretty near guessins 
right. zi, 

“Why don’t you think about you: 
Thanksgiving dinner?” inquired the 
chairman Thursday as he moved among 
the convicts. 

“Aw, we don't care anything abou’ 
Thanksgiving, Mr. Chairman,’ they re- 
plied. “Of course, we ate giad we don't 
have to work, but that ain't it. We 
want you to give us a chance—thats 
all. We are glad to sée you, but can’! 
you do something to help us out’ | 
got in wrong—so did these other fel- 
lows here. See what you can do.” 

Thus did the chairman of the prison 
commission “go up against it.” The 
appeals they put up would move a 
heart .of stone. When a man in 4 
convict’s garb is serving you a fine 
dinner of chicken, ete., itis hard to re- 
sist the appeal. Especially when he 
has a good cause. 

That’s one reason why Thanksgiving 
dav is going to come a little late for a 
number of Fulton county convicts this 
year. Chairman Davison had his eyes 
open. And some of those who thought 
they had nothing to be thankful for 
Thursday, may have a priceless gift to 
carry to their families om Christmas 
day—the gift of a loved one and a

Now, in recent years, pie has been re- 
warded as a deadly menace to health.

Foreign nations eat of the ingredients 
of which we make pie, but they don't 
know how to mix them, consequently 
the have indigestion, headache and 
other ills too numerous to mention, and 
blame it on the American invasion of 
food stuffs. In England I have been 
called all sorts of things because I 
eouldn't eat a raspberry tart which 
they told me was made especially for 
my benefit and was so-like my Ameri- 
can pie. In Germany they tried to make 
me believe their ‘kuchen’ was just like 
my United States pie. In France their 
‘pastis’ looked good on the outside, but 
there was nothing inside to recommend 
them to a true blue Yankee Pie Biter. 
If you look in the dictionary you will 
find the word pie described as fol- 
lows, “A paste, baked with something 
in it or under it,” and only in America 
do you really get the genuine article 
pie, no tart, kuchen or paste, soggy, 
sodden and starchy, but pie with some- 
thing in it to cheer the heart, brighten 
the eye and fill the void that nature 
made.

“Did I like pie as a child? I did. I 
was a good child. You ask any mother 
at the’ matinee today and if she says 
her child likes pie you can bet she has 
a good kid and is a good mother.

UPHELD BY COURT 


Federal Judge Says the Rail- 


roads Must Obey the 
State Laws. 


Kansas City, November 30.—Judge 
A. > Van Valkenburg, in the federal 
court heve, established the right of a 
railroad to enforce the “jim crow” 
law, providing separate coaches for 
white and negro passengers: 

The case was that of Dr. W. J. 
Theompkins, a negro physician of Kan- 
sss City, against the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas railroad and the Pullman 
Company for $50,000 damages. 
Thompkins alleged in making a trip 
from Kansas City to McAlester, Okla., 
he was ejected from the railroad's 
coach at Vinita, while he held a Pull- 
man ticket good to McAlester, and that 
he was forced to ride in the “negro” 
coach, in which accommodations were 
poor. 

In his decision Judge VanValken- 
burg said: 

“The fact that the passenger bought 
his ticket in one state and traveled 
into the state where the law for the 
segregation of races in railroad trains 
is enf.r1ced, does not involve it as an 
interstate problem. Congress never 
has passed a law establishing the right 
of the railroads, it is true, but it has 
left it eptional with the railroads to 
ecnform to the law in states where 


the law is operative, 
“In fact, the railroads have no al- 


ternative.”

with the quoting of the last para- 
graph of the Southern International 
Poultry Association premium iist, 
there was mentioned several times, 
various club ribbons, White Leghorn, 
Buff Orpington, Ancona, ete. and 
thinking perhaps some of the readers 
were not wise as to the meaning of 
these clubs, thing it better to devote 
a little space to the subject, so that 
any of you who wish to join one of 
these specialty clubs can do so at the 
meeting, December 11 to 16, 1911, as 
there will be club members at this 
show representing all specialty clubs 
in the United States. 

Almost every breed of standard 
bred poultry has its specialty club, 
officers being elected annually, by 
mall, the dues being from 50 cents to 
$1 a year and $1 to join, which in- 
cludes dues paid for one year. 

Of course, financid} benefit to the 


} members of the chub is really the 


object of all such organizations, hence 
all théir activities benefit breeders of 
standard bred fowls. 

A club can work for the improve- 
ment of its breed or variety. There 
is nothing like breeders getting to- 
Sether on these things to their mu- 
tual benefit; and the hope of getting 
together is. in the specialty clubs, It 
will help to make things clear to 
keep in mind that the breeder, and not 
the breed is the beneficiary. The 
main work of the club is to boom 
its breed. This is legitimate and 
right, for most breeds are worthy of 
all reasonable efforts in this direc- 
tion. The object of the club is to 
create a demand for that special 
; breed. “In union there is strength.” 
| Possibly the best work which spe- 
=;cialty clubs do is in conneetion with 
| the poulty shows, To most exhibitors 
there is a greater value attached to 
Avinning the ribbons or coops of a gpe- 
Clalty club than attaches to securing 
cash prizes of much greater intrinsic 
value, Thus by such awards as are 
practicable, clubs are doing much to 
stimulate the breeding of fancy fowls 
and to create a demand for them from 
the general public. In addition to the 
publicity given as a member of one 
of these clubs, it is a pleasure tv 
possess a badge and to be entitled 
to use a club emblem on your sta- 
tionery. And it is_ profitable, too. 
The fact of membership in a specialty 
| club earries with it a suggestion of 
standing and responsibility that has 
a distinct value in dollars and cents, 
Some of these clubs have a member- 
ship reaching into the thousands. Of 
course, .he most popular breeds have 
the largest clubs, 

It is now just one week from the 
date of closing the entries for the 
great Southern International Poultry 
Show, December 1], 1911, midnight. Be 
sure and get your list in in time, for 
to miss this show means much to you 
if you expect to advertise eggs and 
stock for sale next season.
